The Qii«en's Speeoh (JeliTeted at the pro-, 
■rogatioa of Parliament will be foaod in un- 
otbec colniao.

The speech, it will 
be DOticed,QODtains the first ofl'icial iiDuounce- 
ment of war with Abyssinia. There is, wu 
iiiiai;inej no chance that Theodore, who is 
amuaiui; himself, like a Nero or a Bisbop of 
the l5ih century, by enclosing people in wax 
cloth and burning iheiu alive, will yield to 
any loiter, however percreipiory. Jf he does 
not, the espcditioD to punish hiiD will, t is 
Iboughi, leave Bomba; towards tbe end of 
Septembar, so ea to reach tbe ooast with the 
'Ootira cold weatber before it for aciaal oper- 
atloDS. Tbe descent will probably be fol- 
lowed by a nniTeisal rising against 'I'beodorc, 
bat even if it is not, tbe expedition cao hanlly 
ba more difGcult than many which tlio iadiuD 
Governiuetit has carried to a saccessful lorn 
mination. The only poini to be alarmed at 
is tbe cost, for ilioni^h ilm sou is on excellent 
base for operalioua it ia a costly one. The 
troops will hardly reach iMn^^dalu under four 
millions, or get out ol tbo country again uu. 
der six, even il our Government, resolve to 
qail a land which could furnieb groal boilits 
of Christian Bepoys, with whom noitbcr Uin- 
doos nor Ma«Balmana oonid amalgnmate. A 
letter from Dr Henri Blano, one ol tbe 
prisoneta coniiaed by Theodore of AbjiAinia, 
BQggeals a posaiblo explaoation of bis con- 
dnot.

At firai Omar 
Pasha objected to this intervention, as tending 
to injure the caui«e ol humanity by pruloni;- 
ing hostilities; but he subsequently acconleii 
a tacit constnl to the iiiBiifciiies adopted by 
tha French Admiral. Already more than 
3000 women and cbildrea have been em- 
barked on the shores of tbe distiict of Spha- 
Itiaaod landed in Qreeoe by Frecob, Rassiun 
^and Italian naen-of-war, These refugees are 
starving in a country that promisod them 
.a home. Had tbe Greeka said they 
vrould aflord Ibcm Chriatiun sepulturo in a 
beggar's grave, they would have spokeu the 
4ruth. The Archbisliop of Canterbury has 
promised that the priina'y ItoiKirt of the 
ComnaissioQ upon ilitiialiPin shall bo pub- 
'iebed at once. It is understood that it 
conderana excess in ecclesiastical millinoiy 
•7«ry Bevercly, and adviaes that it should be 
prohibited. That is, doubtless, proper, when

Siahop of Albano, and hearing that the town

. ixcm Rome, severely rebuked tbe frightened 



people, aod for threei days went from boufo to 
houfo barefoot, comforting and assisting the 
sick, administering the sacraments, doing all 
that prince aod priest could do to relievo the 
oalnmily. He was ably seconded by the 
Z luaves, who, like the Ituliun trodpa in 
Sicily, tnrm^d sextons, nnr3i.'H, and ciu'r;orn 
to the fiol;. At last iho Caruimd hiin-eU 
wiia struck — probably Ijeciiuse lu: went baru- 
lool, perlinps ilie niotil f.ilul iinprudenee he 
Ci.iuld coinniit — and died, able to say, after 
Carlo Alberto, "At least I have not died a* 
Cnrdiniils die." it is to be noted, to the 
great credit of the Oalholio priesthood, that 
while the physicians fly and the shopkeepers 
go mad with terror, they remain at Ibeit 
postii as faitbtnlly aa tbe soldiery. If they 
woald administer morphia instead of extreme 
unction Ihev would bo more useful, but at 
least they lace death for what they consider 
their duly. Except tbo priests, tbo soldiers, 
nnd the a^iBtocral^', the Iiulians behave under 
their visitation ahamefully. In ono place, 
Cosenza, they tore an old woman to pieces 
and burnt the qvivoring bits, booauss she 
foreootb! had brous^ht the cholera, — supersti- 
tion of which tbe lowest Hindoos would be 
ashamed. Great people seeih to have at last 
hit upon a mode of entertaioing each other 
which is a little piclurefquo. On the visit of 
the Emperor Napoleon to the Kaiser, the hills 
aiound Salzburg were lighted with beaoonn ; 
the Unlcrsberg in particular blazi k into ilic 
night, nnd the cave where Friiiiuick B.irbn- 
rossu sitH waiting the hour ol Genihiii unity 
being turned into a "sea ol iLuiio." The same 
thing was attempted on bor M,iji!sly's vi it 
to the Holder, tbo old warning tieiicons, 
which once told of invasion, being otien more 
heaped up, and Ihiring all through the iii<;lil. 
The attempt was a grand success, the sipiire.s 
heaping the bonlirta well, and tbe whole 
country side turning out to gaze. The 
Gatettt of Moscow relates a moat shameful 
story. At Onfa, in Orenburg, dwelt two pei> 
Bona, a rich' merchant nod a corrupt Judge. 
Tbe magistrate demanded a loan, and the 
mercbaot refused to lend. The Judge sum- 
moned Ihe merchant to atlead a dinner, a 
demand obeyed reluctantly, ood with izooi! 
rcafcuii. Fur when the man of money wi,>hed 
to cncopo fioiii the uproarious assembly thi' 
man of law and his eoiilederale.H drugged 
him buck to the table. They wi,''lieil hiia to 
play at lansqiicnet, antl when he relnscd llie 
Judge robbed him, and his allies hold him 
prisoner. The Judge again demanded a loan; 
a firm negative was followed by the arrival 
of tbe poline, who bound tbe man hand and 
foot. While this violence was in progress a 
message was sent to the mercbaot's wife an- 
noanciog that he wonid be liberated on the 
payment of 10,000 roubles. Tbe wife hur- 
ried to tbe house of tbe Judge, and in her 
presence the guardians of the law stripped 
the merchant naked and thrashed htm with 
rod.s. Then he was set free, with this re- 
mark by the Judge, " VVe have dillercd about 
piineiples; yon bavo accumulated great 
wealth, and yon will not share it with u-i ; 
perhaps now you will change your mind.' 
Far from being eo.TViirted, the mi'iehant, who 
had t!io capital llussiun qualily (}f firmne.«s, 
appealed lor red'esa to (he Governor of 
Orenburg, and that exalted lunctionaiy asked 
him to accept 3000 roubles as bush money. 
■' I do not sell my blood," aoswerod the 
mercbaot, and lorihwiib ba applied to the 
Minister rf 'the Interior. Tbe Minister was 
shocked ; ho instituted an inquiry ; but io 
the cod tha unjust Judge escaped with a 
trivial Gne,

Guy Fawkes in Mn ith Americai 

The London News publisbes an account, 
compiled from ofBcial documeots, of a siogu- 
lur gunpowder plot at Montevideo, 

It wua iliscowered liy tha atatamcnt sf a 
Gerunn that another Gerrnun, i'litl New 
muyer, bad ofl. red him iwo liundred dollars 
I'dr one ni;ihi'a work in dii;i;inL! under an old 
houHC back ol tlio Giive iimeiit llousa 
Nuwinayur told bim thai be was enuugcd in 
an "engineering experimant," but would not 
tell him its nature unless ho would i ledae 
tiim-'i ir to secrecy. This made hiin sus- 
piriiins 

The police authorities were at once noli- 
fieil, Newni.'iyur was . rri"<led. and the house 
WHS fparclied. In a Hina'l C'lllar, newljr con- 
sirucied, they found two barrels of gunpow- 
der, three sauks, and a Unmford's electric 
multiplier, in working order, and cupablo, 
according to .Mr Oilman, ol tho tele^'raph 
olliee, ot igoiling ganpowdcr at a distance uf 
i-iz miles. The wall of the cellar was 
broken in two places, upparontly lor the pur- 
posa of driving mioes. 

An English engineer undertook tn push the 
investigation still (urilior His first work 
was to search tho sowers for an accomplica 
whom ho Inuod in the bouse drain. Follow 
ing tho main sewer he luuud, at a distiinceof
